Jesse Jackson Jr. 
transferred from N.C. 
prison to Alabama prison

Former Rep. Jesse Jackson Jr., who entered 
a federal prison camp in North Carolina on 
Oct. 29, has been transferred to a prison 
camp in Alabama. 

Jackson, 49, who is Inmate No. 32451-016, 
made the move Friday, said Chris Burke, a 
Bureau of Prisons spokesman. Another bu- 
reau spokesman, Ed Ross, cited “security 
and/or privacy issues” in declining to say why 
Jackson was transferred. 

Jackson’s father, civil rights leader Rev. 
Jesse Jackson Sr., said Sunday his son’s health 
was improving and that was the reason for 
the transfer. “It’s a medical situation,” he said. 

Jackson Jr.’s defense attorneys did not re- 
spond Sunday to requests for comment. 

A Democrat from the South Side, 
Jackson Jr. is in custody after looting his 


campaign treasury of about $750,000 to 
pay for luxury goods, household items, va- 
cations, celebrity memorabilia and a pair of 
elk heads. He served in Congress from 1995 
until he resigned in 2012. 

Jackson Jr. and his lawyers said at his sen- 
tencing last August that his top preference 
for serving his 30-month sentence was the 
Alabama facility, which is located on Max- 
well Air Force Base in Montgomery. The 
facility houses 873 male offenders, according 
to the Bureau of Prisons. 

The facility in Butner, N.C., where Jack- 
son began his term, was his second choice. 

One of the installations at the Butner 
prison complex is a federal medical center; 
Jackson Jr. was not an inmate there, but 
would have had access to it ifneeded. He has 
been treated in the past for bipolar disorder. 

Jackson Jr.’s projected release date re- 
mains Dec. 31, 2015, according to the Bureau 
of Prison’s website. 

Corrections officials said last fall that if 
Jackson behaves in prison, he may be able to 


leave prison earlier than that date for a half- 
way house or home detention. 

Jackson Jr’s wife, former Chicago 
Ald. Sandi Jackson, 50, was a co-conspirator 
in his case and pleaded guilty to a tax viola- 
tion related to the misuse of campaign funds. 
She must begin a 12-month prison term after 
his release. 

US. District Court Judge Amy Berman 
Jackson in Washington, who sentenced the 
pair, staggered the terms out of consider- 
ation for the couple’s two children. 

Rey. Jackson said his son’s spirits were 
“great” and that he had last seen him a cou- 
ple of weeks ago. “He’s been writing and 
teaching and honoring his medical regime,” 
Rey. Jackson said. 

The reverend spoke to the Tribune by 
phone from Japan, where he is on a trade 
and peace mission under the auspices of his 
Rainbow PUSH Coalition, visiting Hiroshi- 
ma and meeting with top officials elsewhere 
to discuss how to bolster opportunities for 
minorities in the auto industry.

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Automated teller mayhem 


Bankers warned of 
dangerous ATM scam

MONEY regulators are warning 
bankers that hackers 


have succeeded in changing the controls on 
automated teller machines to allow thieves 
to make nearly unlimited withdrawals. 

The hackers often schedule the withdraw- 
als for holidays and weekends, when extra 
dollars are loaded into ATMs and monitor- 
ing by the banks drops off, an umbrella group 
for financial regulators said Wednesday. 

The US. Secret Service is calling the scam 
Unlimited Operations because it circum- 
vents the usual caps on ATM withdrawals, 
enabling the criminals at times to extract far 
more than depositors have in their accounts. 

“A recent Unlimited Operations attack 
netted over $40 million in fraud using only 
12 debit card accounts,” the Federal Financial 
Institutions Examination Council said in its 
alert. The council comprises various banking 
regulators, including the Federal Reserve and 
the Consumer Financial Protection Bureau. 

Federal bank deposit insurance and bank- 
ing laws ensure that affected bank custom- 
ers eventually recover losses when their ac- 
counts are drained using stolen debit card 
data. Still, the inconvenience to the cus- 
tomer can be considerable. Prepaid cards 
are more problematic, because some do not 
come with deposit insurance. 

The latest warning comes after millions 
of Americans have had their financial infor- 
mation breached in a series of high-profile 
cyberattacks, most notably the theft of per- 
sonal data from more than 110 million Target 
stores during the winter holidays. 

Saying small- and medium-sized banks are 
most vulnerable, the examinations council 
said regulators expect bankers to upgrade 
their security systems quickly because the 
potential losses are so high. 

A spokesman for the American Bankers 
Association didn’t immediately respond to 
an email and phone call seeking comment. 
But Rodney K. Brown, president and chief

SCAM ALERT 


» Keep a close eye on your bank accounts, 
especially over weekends and holidays, 
when Unlimited Operations scammers 
are more likely to operate. The sooner 
you find yourself a victim of fraud, the 
sooner you can take action. 


Consider using credit cards whenever 
possible. That way, if you get scammed, 
your checking account doesn’t take the 
hit. Consumer privacy advocates gener- 
ally recommend that consumers avoid 
using debit or ATM cards altogether. “[The 
ATM hacking incidents are] another great 
reason to ditch debit cards and use only 
credit cards,” said Beth Givens, director of 
the Privacy Rights Clearinghouse in San 
Diego.

executive of the California Bankers Associa- 
tion, said banker conferences are devoting 
increasing attention to cyberattacks, which 
he described as “more than a nuisance but 
not something that is destabilizing finan- 
cially to banks.” 

The regulators said the scam often begins 
with phishing attacks —scam artists sending 
phony but official-looking emails to bank 
employees, who may unleash malicious soft- 
ware by clicking on a link. 

Criminals use the malware to obtain em- 
ployee login credentials and to determine 
how the institution accesses ATM con- 
trol panels, often based online, that allow 
changes to be made in the amount of money 
customers may withdraw, geographic usage 
limits and how fraud reports are generated. 

After hacking the control panel, crimi- 
nals withdraw funds by using fraudulent 
cards they create with account information 
and personal identification numbers sto- 
len through separate attacks, the regulators 
said. The PINs may be stolen by malicious 
software or scanning programs at merchant 
sales terminals or ATMs, or by hacking into 
computers. 

“The cash-out phase of the attack involves 
criminals organizing simultaneous with- 
drawals of large amounts of cash from mul- 
tiple ATMs over a short time period, usually 
four hours to two days,” the warning said.

But does that openness extend to informa- 
tion about income and spending?

else. And of course, it’s not ever really accurate.” 

The laws around sharing salary informa- 
tion are nuanced. Under the National Labor 
Relations Act, employers cannot prohibit em- 
ployees from discussing their salaries with one 
another, because doing so would limit their 
abilities to collectively bargain, but employers 
are still allowed to ask employees to sign confi- 
dentiality agreements that bar them from dis- 
cussing their salaries outside of the company. 

Case and Chan both said they have shared 
their salary figures with their parents and 
some close friends, but that’s it. 

Allison Horne, 25, of Lakeview, was hesitant 
to share the salary she makes as a production 
assistant, but ultimately did— $35,000 a year. 

“T think this generation is a lot more open 
to pretty much everything,” she said. “My boy- 
friend knows, my sister knows, I think some 
of my close friends know. I wouldn’t have a 
problem telling them if someone asked.” 

But she understands why others hesitate. 

“I don’t think I have a problem sharing, 
but at the same time, I know when I got of- 
fered my job I asked for more money, and I 
don’t know if others did,” she said. “It can be 
a touchy subject.” 

Some evidence that people are becoming 
more comfortable sharing the details af their 
wapes ad work duties —ar lease, anoryias- 
y—can be found at Glasstinay, a jobs review 
ing websine modeled after Velp thar bunched

“Users say, “You really heljred mine negetane a 
good salary that I wouldn’t have known about 
otherwise.’ ” he said. “Salary has been a very 
hidden thing that people haven'y always. fer 
comfortable talking about andl sharing,” 

Nat Sanit, a financial caach at Next Door 
Cafe in Lincoln Park, sees snme of the effects 
of that taboo firsthand. He said many of the 
20- and 30-somethings wh cunve inty the 
State Farm outpost looking for financial ael- 
vice don’t feel like there are many people in 
their lives they can talk to abou simoney is- 
sues, so they seek out advice fram semeone 
with an independent perspective. 

“Sometimes people say, “Well, [ talk a Lirtle 
bit to my family about this, but T alan’ like en 
share how much debt I have,’ " he said.

Family and friends expressed frustration and 
despair Sunday over the death of Michael 
Flournoy, a sophomore at Simeon Career 
Academy who was shot and killed Saturday 
night near where one relative said his cousin 
was fatally shot a few years ago. 

“The people that stole his life had no rea- 
son,” the 16-year-old’s grandfather Samuel 
Woods said Sunday. “There’s no way I’m 
gonna stand here and say, ‘I’m OK.’ I don’t 
know how long it will be before I’m OK.” 

Woods stood among mourners and on- 
lookers in the 1000 block of East 93rd Street 
where Flournoy was slain Saturday night. 

Friends and neighbors of the football 


player ancl wrestler sco near a memearial 
of balloons, siutted animals and candles in 
Kurnside. Seome scrawlecl thar they lovee! 
him on a poster board thar pleaded: “Strap 
killing these kids!” 

Flournoy was visiting his cousins over the 
weekend, as he often dil, Woods saicL Ae- 
cording to preliminary reparts fram a pr 
lice source, he was on the street just betore 
8 p.m. when he got int an argument oF 
fight with at least one areupant af a silver 
or gray car. 

Someone from the car then opened fre, 
shooting Flournoy in the Inead. Te was pre- 
nounced dead at the scene. Police said he 
had no arrest record. 

His grandmother Sabrina Hurler saicl she 
believes that argument happened while 
Flournoy and his cousin were going to bay 
a snack before a movie and involwed a midan 
who didn’t want the pair talking mo his

Go to the penalty box 
and think about what 
you did, Blackhawks

Fans knew it was gonna be tough even before 
the gloves came off. 

But the Blackhawks capped a good week 
with a 4-2 win over Central Division leader 
St. Louis on Sunday at the United Center. 
Chicago now has won three straight for the 
first time since December. 

“I thought, three games in a row, 

I thought we played the exact same 
way. Played the right way,” Hawks 
coach Joel Quenneville said. “Worked 
hard, very effective, efficient. Everybody 
contributed and scored some ugly goals, but 
played the right way to get rewarded.” 

The Hawks, who have three games left 
in the regular season, trailed second-place 
Colorado by one point heading into the Ava- 
lanche’s game Sunday night. 

Young guns Jeremy Morin and Ben Smith 
stepped up while stars Patrick Kane and Jona- 
than Toews were out with injuries. 

“It takes everybody to win games and to win 
series,” Patrick Sharp said. “We know that go- 
ing forward here. That’s what we’re building 
up towards. Those guys have been good the 
last three games chipping in offensively.” 

The penalty box was expected to be full, 
and this game did not disappoint. The Hawks 
now have won two of the five matchups 
against the Blues this season. In one of those 
games, Brandon Bollig had a season-high 
17 penalty minutes. 

This time, the Blues spent more time in the 
sin bin with 15 minutes, two more than the 
Hawks, and racked up 40 hits to the Hawks’ 23. 

NEC analyst Eddie Olczyk was most im- 
pressed with the officials’ ability to control 
the game; the only fight was between Bollig 
and the Blues’ Ryan Reaves.

More mouse than bear 


Earlier this year 
“The Lego Movie” 
reminded moviego- 
ers that animated 
movies can be totally 
awesome, and it was 
much needed: The 
form has fallen into 
such a rut that Pixar “Monsters University”) 
not only doesn’t win the Oscar anymore, it’s 
not even nominated. 

One of this year’s best animated feature 
nominees (which inevitably lost to the 
just-OK “Frozen” was the French/Belgian 
“Ernest and Celestine,” which gets the 
English language treatment thanks to Forest 
Whitaker, Mackenzie Foy (“The Conjur- 
ing”), Megan Mullally and Nick Offerman. 

It wouldn’t have been tough for the movie to 
be the best in a category that also contained 
“The Croods,” “Despicable Me 2” and Hayao 
Miyazaki’s lovely but boring “The Wind 
Rises.” Yet despite its hand-drawn charms, 
“Ernest and Celestine” is a small tale that 
struggles to sustain itself for even 74 minutes. 
It sets up a premise, pops in a couple of sweet 
moments and hits cruise control. It’s never as 
cute as it wants to be. 

Foy voices Celestine, a mouse who refuses 
to buy into the societal rule that bears and 
mice can’t be friends. (This society contains 
only bears, who live on the surface, and mice, 
who live below ground.) Ernest (Whitaker), a

bear who performs as a one-man band, hasn’t 
really thought about the divide; he’s just hun- 
gry. So when he finds Celestine in a garbage 
can, he’s fixin’ to feast until the little critter 
tells him bears only eat mice in fairy tales. 
Soon she helps him find candy, and he helps 
her gather teeth (don’t ask). And a beautiful 
friendship is born. 

Based on a book by Gabrielle Vincent and 
also featuring the voices of William H. Macy 
and Paul Giamatti, “Ernest and Celestine” re- 
turns to the territory of “Monsters, Inc.” and 
“ParaNorman” in depicting beliefs perpetu- 
ated solely out of habit. And “E+C” goes no 
further, omitting the smallest details about 
this world, leaving viewers with time to kill 
and wondering why the cops refer to Ernest 
and Celestine only by their first names. 

That'd be asking too much from this simple 
movie, which does generate smiles in little 
bits like mice bench-pressing the metal bar of 
a mousetrap and the tiny bed that Celestine’s 
stuffed duck sleeps in. If only we could have 
spent additional time with George (Offer- 
man), who owns the candy shop, and his wife, 
Lucienne (Mullally), who replaces rotted 
teeth. “Ernest and Celestine” needs five more 
doses of that strategic ingenuity.

The spy who decolonized me 


When American 
rebels declared war 
against the Brit- 
ish crown in 1776, 
it didn’t take long 
before the Redcoats 
were kicking the 
colonists’ butts all 
over the East Coast. Gen. George Wash- 
ington needed a leg up, and he found it ina 
group of spies called the Culper Ring. 

That’s the basis of AMC’s based-on-fact 
period drama “Turn,” which reveals a more 
intimate, personal side of the brutal Revolu- 
tionary War than we learned in history class. 

“Turn” easily could have been that classic 
good-versus-evil story. But showrunner Craig 
Silverstein, who developed the series from 
Alexander Rose’s book “Washington’s Spies: 
The Story of America’s First Spy Ring,” 
muddies the waters to show a complicated 
landscape where friends, colleagues and even 
family members grew distrustful of each 
other’s allegiances. 

“Who is the enemy?” asks Abe Woodhull 
(Jamie Bell), a young cabbage farmer and 
father who resists getting caught up in all the 
colonial chaos. 

The invading Brits, obviously, are the 
enemies here, the worst of them being the 
deliciously sadistic Captain Simcoe. Played 
with relish by Samuel Roukin, Simcoe is a 
love-to-hate-him kind of villain. Among sev- 
eral “good” American folks stands heroic Ben

Talmadge (Seth Numrich), an officer in the 
Continental Army who urges his superiors to 
use spies. 

Planted not so firmly between these two 
sides is Abe. His father, Judge Richard Wood- 
hull (Kevin McNally), is a regular dinner 
guest of the local British commander, Major 
Hewlett (Burn Gorman). Abe’s sympathies 
lie with the rebels, but he follows the wishes 
of his wife, Mary (Meegan Warner), to stay 
out of the conflict. 

“What are you waiting for?” asks his 
former love, rebel sympathizer Anna Strong 
(Heather Lind). “What more do they need to 
take from us?” 

Bell projects the anxiety of a man reluctant 
to lead the double life of a spy, but moved 
to do so by his own standards of right and 
wrong. Abe’s an appealing everyman who is 
easy to support. 

I hope viewers support “Turn,” which has 
the unenviable task of sharing a time slot 
with HBO’s “Game of Thrones.” It may not 
be as intriguing as “Thrones” or as tense 
as FX’s spy thriller “The Americans,” but 
“Tarn” —which touches on still-relevant 
topics like torture, homosexuality and 
politics —offers a fresh spin on the War of 
Independence.
